In 1829, Hie Carbondale to Hones- 


dale line was completed as the 
first railroad in the United States. 


But at « p.m. Saturday, the 


Ia«t steam engtee chugged tired- 
ly to a aiderail fa the Illinois 
Central switch yard here and 
came to a halt. 
» • • 


At 10 a.m. Monday, the result of 


an invention by Rudolf Diesel in 
1892, pulled Into the switch yard, 
ready to take over old No. 275, 
Blxon's last steam engine. 


Thus an era has passed here in 


Dixon. An era that helped Dixon 
rise to its present place of promi- 
nence In the state. 


But in general, Dixonite* were 


happy about the change. With 
the passing of the steam loco- 
motive came an end to those 
layers of coal soot rising from 
the puffing steam engine stacks 
and descending upon everything 
to windward. 
Steam engine No. 275 symbolizes 


the end of that type of switch loco- 
motive in Dixon, although actual- 
ly it wasn't the locomotive gener- 
ally regarded as Dixon'*. No. 341, 
a tired train pulier that was be- 
coming cranky and troublesome in 
Its old age, was the object of com- 
plaints and gripes from workers 
and citizens. * * * 


Just before the change, No. 341 


was sent back to its home base at 
Freeport for its monthly inspection 
and the blowing of its boilers. No. 
275 was the relief engine, one that 
had seen many days ef service in 
the Dixon switch yard. 


Locomotives in Dixon had just 


one function. They switched cars 
to and from the Medusa Cement 
plant, the Public Service Co., the 
Dixon State school and the Borden 
milk company.* * » 


For 100 years, steam engines 


had done the job. The first I.C. 
locomotive pulled into Dixon in 
1853 and originally carried pas- 
sengers from Freeport to Cairo. 


In 1S39. passenger sen-ice was 


discontinued and the line reduced 
the work in Dixon by using the 
engine for switching alone. Freight 
trains passing through picked up 
the work of the switcher and haul- 
ed ;t south to Centralia or north to 
Freeport 
At Cer.tra.ia, the hr.e 


continued south to Ca:ro and New 
Orleans as part of the Chicago and 
New Orleans 1-ne. 
* » * 


Today, with the new diesel en- 


gine, the switcher will arrive 
e\ery mornsns except Sunday at 
JO a.m. It will do the work of 
the old switch engine and in the 
e\ening it will carry a load south 
to Clinton, III. It will return to 
Freeport the following day and 
on the third day it will be back 
in Dixon. On alternate days, an- 
other diesel will do the same job. 


The replacing of steam engines 


in Dixon completes a project in 
the Freeport to Cl.nton district to 
conclude the steam engine era. A 
similar transfer was made in La- 
Sahe Monday. 


Monday afternoon No. 275 filled 


up with water from the now use- 
less water pump and then was 
roupled aiong with freight cars to 
the new d'^sel and hauled to Free- 
pcrt 


And so, from a beginning in a 


workshop in England in 1770, to 
the first railway in the U. S., to 
the linking of the east and west 
with a new mode of travel, the 
"iron horse," as It wa« once 
filled by terrified Indians, took 
Us last rl<le out of Dixon.

"Not Afraid" 


Father Hartigan told newsmen: 
"I appealed to the men to give 


up. After all it's all over. The 
breakout has now failed." 


The priest said the convicts were 


cool to his suggestion and they 
appeared not to be "too much 
afraid of oeath." 


Just before noon a dozen uni- 


formed state police carried several 
heavy boxes labeled "gas equip- 
ment" into the prison. Officials 
would not discuss their intentions. 
Nor would they comment on a re- 
port the heat had been turned off 
in the cell block. 


The rest of the prison inmates 


were cor-fmed to their cells. 


Dep. Warden Pereiy S. Vance 


answered, "I won't comment." 
when asked directly if the desper- 
ate prisoners made any threats' 
against the guard-hostages in bar- 
gaining for liberty. 


Talk To Convicts 


A few minutes after 10 a. m., 


(EST) Vance told newsmen he 
talked by telephone with the re- 
volters. He said the telephone was 
answered by Walter H. Balben. 37, 
one of the prisoners. 


Vance said Balben let him talk 


to Warren L. Harrington, one of 
the hostage guards, and Harring- 
ton said they were "okay."'

Rise Seen in Ike's Budget

NEW YORK IB— Senators ask- 


fcC why atoek prices climbed so 
taat in November and December 
can «nd one of the answers in the 
President's new budget. 


President Eisenhower expects U. 


8- Treasury receipts to rise by one 
^Tfowi dollars in the next fiscal 
year because his advisers look for 
'corporate profits to increase by 
seven per cent and the total of 
individuals' incomes to climb four 
per cent. 


Stock traders came to the same 


conclusion several months ago. 
They expect business to be better 
and profits and dividends higher 
for tfa« corporations whose shares 
they've been buying—if not for all. 


Marker Anticipating 


The stock market rise has been 


anticipating tee better business 
prospects. Some brokers warn that 
it may well have discounted the 
gains by now for most of the favor- 
ites in "the long upward surge of 
the market. 


But new plans keep popping up 


for expanding the economy. The 
proposal to spend 101 billion dol- 
lars for new highways in the next 
10 years is one. The plan to spend 
600 million dollars on bridges and 
expressways in the New York 
metropolitan area is still another. 
For some industries that spells 
.good times, and profits. 


That the administration hopes to 


carry oat its plans for expanding 
the economy without setting off a 
new round of inflation is indicated 
by recent moves to tighten credit, 
which have resulted in slightly 
higher interest rates, and in its 
alight hike in stock margin re- 


quirements so that traders now 
must put up 60 per cent cash when 
buying stocks. 


Another Indication 


The upcoming senatorial study 


of why the stock market shot up- 
ward is another indication of offi- 
cial uneasiness lest a runaway 
boom gets rolling. 


But stock traders aren't BO sure 


that further inflation will be 
avoided entirely. And some doubt 
that the slight tightening of credit 
will have much effect on the mar- 
ket, since most of the trading has 
been for cash anyway. 


Many realize, however, that one 


of the t>rime factors behind the 
bull market stock rise was the 
easy money policy pushed by the 
official money managers to halt 
the business slump last year. 


Another prime factor has been 


the steady buying of stocks by the 
investment funds and those man- 
aging the reserves of corporate and 
union pension funds, of colleges 
and other institutions. 


These purchases not only tended 


to T>ush UD stock prices, but most 
of these stocks went into bank 
vaults and made the stock market 
thin. That is, they reduced the 
number of stocks available for sale 
—and this reacted on prices as any 
other shortage would.

In Berkeley, Calif., Kirk told 


newsmeK he is interested only in 
the "physical and factual evidence 
. . . that can be studied in the 
laboratory." 


At the hearing, the judges took 


under advisement Corrigan's re- 
quest for the release of Sheppard 
on bail. Court attaches said they 
expected a decision on the bail 
request within a few days. 


Corrigan was granted a delay 


until March 12 to file briefs on the 
appeal. 


Corrigan argued that freedom on

Soybean Price 
May Change 
Either Way 


URBANA—In the past few yeas* 


it has paid farmers about one year 
in two to hold soybeans past Jan- 
uary, and the gains have been 
larger than the losses. 


This year prices can gc either 


way, 
according to T. A- Hierony- 


raus, farm economist at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. There is no 
dominant factor in the soybean 
market indicating a big change ei- 
ther up or down before summer, 
the economist says. There are 
several factors influencing prices 
in both directions. 


Hieronymus lists five factors 


pouiung to higher soybean prices 
after January: 


1. Exports of edible fats and oils 


are at record levels. Our custom- 
ers need fats and have the money 
to pay for them. 


2. The use of fats and oils in this 


country is at a high level. 


3. Stocks of fat and oil held by 


the Commodity Credit Corporation, 
especially Cottonseed oil, are going 
down, and decreasing stocks usual- 
ly indicate rising prices. 


4. Livestock numbers are in- 


creasing. This fact, coupled with 
an increase in consumption of soy- 
bean meal per animal, means a 
market capable of absorbing a rec- 
ord supply of meal at good prices. 


5. Soybeans are in strong specu- 


alt:ve hands. 


On the other hand, Hieronymus 


sees five factors that could send 
soybean prices down. 


1. The current crop of 343 million 


oushels is the largest on record. 


2. Broiler production is down 


somewhat, and chick production 
will likely be off in the spring be- 
cause of low egg pnces. Poultry is 
one of the most important users of 
soybean 


3. Consumption, rate between Oc- 


tober and December seems to have 
been slow because of the usual 
summer reduction in soybean 
crush. A strong fanner holding 
movement has reduced soybean 
crush and is rending to dampen, if 
not to reverse, the normal season- 
al price trend. 


4. Rapid sale of cottonseed oil 


by the government may increase 
the „carryover not held by govern-

Two 
microbes are almost always found: 
A corkscrew-lik3 one which is 
known as Vincent's spirochete and 
a germ-shaped one, something like 
a dumbbell narrowed at both ends.
